I  (hall 
Ihy  once  for  all,  that  my  fentiments  on  every  fnl  jec^,  fliall  be 
given  w'ith  that  freedom  and  honefty  that  become  a  friend  to 
truth  and  to  his  country. — Now',  Sir,  As  to  ci\ul  govemtnent, 
my  opinion  .is,  that  liberty  is  the  greatell  blelling,  yeaj  I  think 
there  can  be  no  rational  enjoyment  w  ithout  it.  I  am  fuch  an 
cnthuliail  this  way,  that  I  am  much  better  pleafed  to  fee  my 
countrymen  now' and  then  taking  a  trip  to  the  territories  of 
llcentioalhcfs,  than  to  fee  them  niake  ihe  moll  dillant  ap¬ 
proaches  to  the  wretched  dominions  of  llavcry.  On  this  ac¬ 
count  it  is,  that  I  am  nrt  difpleafed  to  find  a  mere  phantom 
oi  pitriotifiU  at  diifercnt  periods,  making  a  deep  impreilion 
on  the  great  body  or  the  Briiilh  nation  ;  for,  in  tliis  cafe, 
What  rewards  may  not  a  true  patiicit  rc  afonably  expetft  from 
a  generjus  and  pulDlic-fpiriicd  people?  And  w  hat  encourage- 
ineni  is  it  for  all  honcll.inen  to  ftancl  forth  in  the  defence  of 
our  glorious  rights  and  privileges? — But  valuable  as  civilliber- 
ty  is,  it  is  no- ways  coinparal.le  to  religious  liberty  ;  1  decm'it 
my  chie-f  hapj)iiicfs  in  this  world,  that  1  can  fit  under  mine 
ow  n,  vine,  and  under  mine  own  fig-tree,  and  ferve  the  God  of 
my  fathers  according  to  the  dielates  of  my  cunilience,  and  the 
pi'cftriptio’is  of  facied  writ.  Nothing  can  pollibly  come  iu 
coinpeiitiv)n  with  religion,  which  contains  the  w  ays  and  mean 
.that  Ic  tci  to  an  eternal  llitc,  w  here  w  e  hope  to  live  and  be 
happy  for  ever.  And  as  I  think  there  can  be  no  real  or  foW 
cnj  iymeiu  in  any  government  under  heaven  w  ithout  foiDC  de« 
grv^c  of  civil  liberty  ;  in  like  manner,  I  am  of  opinion,  that 
t’acre  can  be  no  rrafonable  fervice  in  religion  without  liberty 
of  confciencc.  Take  awny  all  liberty  in  matters  of  religion, 
and  our  fervice  is  that  of  a  (lave,  and  not  ihe  fervice  oi  a  du- 

liful  aiul  alFcctionatc  child. - What  oceans  of  blood  did  our 

w  orthy  forefathers  iu  thefe  kingdoms  (lied,  in  order  to  fecurc 
this  grand  point,  liberty  of  confcience  ! — The  reformation  tf 
the  grand  tera  of  religious  liberty,  and  is  certainly  one  of  the 
mod  remarkable  periods  in  the  hiltory  of.  mankind  ;  and  every 
attempt  w’hicli  favours  religious  liberty,  has  a  tendency  toefla- 
bliih  and  perfect  tiie  great  work  of  reforination  ;  as  every  W* 
eroachment  cn  liberty  of  confcicncc,  has  a  fatal  effirdc  to  car¬ 
ry  us  back  again  to  thofe  dark  ages  which  preceded  the  da)5 
of  the  refonnation.  ^  *

The  oVilcfif  and  modern  Fa  ft  dons  aiul  Dreffes  iu  France,  cofw- 
*:arcd  'ivilh  tbofc  of  England  :  Concluded  from  fage  295. 

BhFORE  the  firft  defeent  of  the  Romans,  cloaths  were  al- 
inofi  unknown  in  this  ifiand  ;  even  the  inhabitants  of  the 
north  era  extremities  went  as  nalced  as  thole  of  the  fo-uthem 
parts  :  wbilil  the  natives  of  the  continent,  in  ten  degrees  of 
more  indulgent  Ikies,  were  covered  from  head  to  foot.  Such 
is  ibc  force  of  enfiom,  that  no  inconvenience  was  then  found 
from  the  want  of  cloathing  in  the  fevered  winters,  W’hild  the 
fiKccflTors  of  this  hardy  race  can  fcarce  keep  theinfelves  from 
pcrifiiing  under  all  the  wool  and  furs  of  Europe  and  America. 

Upon  the  fecond  defeent  of  the  Romans,  fome  of  the  Eri* 
t^ns  wore  loofe  Ikins  hanging  over  their  fliouldcrs  ;  thefe  were 
loon  after  changed  for  long  jackets,  and  their  heads,  except 
tlic  crown,  were  fiiaven.  By  degrees,  as  they  became  more 
civilized,  the  Roman  drcls  prevailed  among  them.  This 
way  to  ihac  of  the  T.ombarcls,  which  confided  of  large 
white  garments,  trimmed  with  broad  lacc  of  various  colours. 
A  fiiort  time  before  the  conqaeft,  they  were  all  drefled  very 
ga^ ,  their  coats  reaching  to  the  mid-knee,  with  their  hair  cut, 
liuir  beards  Ibaven,  ibeir  arms  laden  with  bracelets  ;  and  the 
men  and  women  both  painted  their  faces.  Robert,  elded  Ton 
to  the  Conqueror,  wore  fiiort  hole,  or  ftockings,  and  from 
thence  derived  the  name  of  Cour  t-hofe^  he  being  the  firft  who 
i.iiroduced  them  in  this  ifiand.  Henry  I.*  abolifbed  many 
p.'uts  of  the  falhions  of  his  juvenile  years,  whkh  he  confider- 
cd  as  indecent.  Thefe,  we  apprehend,' confided  of  a  kind  of 
doublet,  with  fiiort  lidrts,  and  of  breeches  and  Itoc'kings  all  of 
a  piece,  which  fitting  very  tight  upon  the  body,  difplayed  its 
mouldings  too  exacftly  for  the  eye  of  delicacy.  He  alfo  prei* 
hibited  the  wearing  long  hair  with  falfe  locks  or  periwigs.  ^ 
I'he  fiiort  mantle  waa  lutrodMced*  by  iitnty  IIv  and-  from 

thence 
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ijifiice  it  derived  the  name  of  Court -mantle.  It. was  at  this' 
period,  ili.tt  filk  was  fifft  brought  from  Greece  into  the  nor- 
them  irii  of  Europe,  and  filkeii  dreffes  foon  after  took  place. 
Kmbi  >!ie  'y  was  alfo  at  this  time  tranfplahted  from  Italy  in. 
to  Jln.-land,  and  ornamented  the  court-habits  of  Henry  II, 

l-’roiii  rhefe  improvements  in  ,ihe  luxury  of  drefs,  aro(c  that 
p')i!r>  and  mae,nifitence  which  .were  difplayed  in, the  corona* 
s  i/f*  k’mgs,  the  mantles,  the  dalmatica  with  fleeves, 
the  hole  arid  fjiivials,  the  honourable  habiliments,  and  robes 
of  llutc,  as  well  as  t  facerdotal  garment.  • 

The  extras t”.. nee  ofdrefs  now  became  fo  great,  that  many 
ilaiutes  were  made  to  prevent  the  abufes  of  it,  as  we  find  in. 
an  ancient  lii.l  >*Ian  named  E  ilogiuui.  He  fays,  The  com. 
;n  ms  were  bethued  in  Cxccfs  of  apparel,  in  wide  furcoats 
reaching  to  their  loins,  f>mc  in  a  garment  reaching  to  their 
heels,  tlofe  before,  and  di  alling  out  on  the  fides,  lb  that  on 
the  bach  they  m.'ike  ineu  feeni  women,  and  this  they  call  by 
a  ridiculous  name  their  hoods  are  little,  tied  under  the 

cliin,  and  buttoned  like  the  women’s,  but  fet  with  gold,  filver, 
and  precious  Hones  ;  their  liri  ipip]>e.s  reach  to  their  heels  all 
j  igged.  'I'hey  have  another  weed  of  lilk  which  they 
luck  :  ihcir  hofe  are  of  two  colours,  or  l)icd,  which,  with 

•  la  t  diets,  which  they  call  hdrlois,  they  lie  to  their  pal  locks 
without  any  brceclics.  Their  girdles  are  of  gold  and  filver, 
fume  worth  twenty  incrks  ;  their  lliocs  and  patlens'arc  fnouu 
ed  and  piked  more  that  a  finger  long,  crooked  upwards,  which 
they  call  crackovjes,  refeinbiing  the  devil's  daws,  which  were 
frdltncd  to  the  knees  with  chains  of  gold  and  filver.  And 
thus  were  they  garmented,  who,  as  this  author  fays,  were  lions 
in  the  hall,  and  h  ires  in  the  fieiti  ”  The  bock  of  Worcefter 
reporteth,  that,  in  the  year  J3^^9,  they  began  to  ufe  caps  of 
diHcrcu!:  colours,  cfpccially  red, -with  collly  liniiigs  ;  and,  m. 
1^72,  they  llrd  began  to  wanton  it  in  a  new  round  ili-rt  gar* 
iiicnt,  called  the  cloak. 

Hence  we  may  trace  the  origin  of  caps,  cloaks,  and  gowns,  • 
though  it  may  be  rcafonably  fuppofed  their  prcdecefTors  w'orc 
gal  hi  rtud  coverings  fomewliat  fimilar,  though  under  dificrent 
names.  1  lilloriaiis  are,  indeed,  very  Ipaiing  In  liieir  accounts 
of  the  dred'es  and  falhions  of  their  limes ;  and  it  is  fomewhat  un* 
accountable,  that  we  may  form  a  better  idea  of  the  habits, 
both  civil  and  military,  in  the  time  cf  king  John,  Henry  HI. 
and  the  fticcceding  ages,  from  their  monuments,  old  glals- 
windii.rs,  and  ancient  tapellry,  than  from  the  writings  of  tUtf 
mcfl  accurate  hilloriographers  of  thofe  periods.  We  are  glad 
\'}  avail  ourfelves  of  the  aflillante  of  Chaucer  the  poet,  who

Upon  the  other  lide,  to  (peak  of  the  hor- 
lil-jc  dif 'iviinate  rcaiitincfs  of  cloathing,  has  hteii  thole  cutted 
ili*;»e>^,  or  li.mfediues,  that  through  their  Ihortnefs  cover  not 
ilir"  i»»eii’oers  of  man,  to  M'icked  intent.  Xow  as  to  the  out- 
;.t  M*.>us  arr.tv  of  woiiie?i,  God  wot,  that  though  the  viluge  ot 
Iwinc  tlioiii  feehi  full  tliade  ^iiJ  debpnaire,  yet  notify  in 
he.'  arrav  and  attire,  litoronfiiefs  ami  pri<le.  1  lay  not,  that 
iiaiiedy  in  cloatliing  of  man  or  woniun,  is  uneovenablej  but  af* 
t»  rts  the  fuperiliiity  of  dilordinatc  cjuantiiy  of  cloathing  is  re- 
J'rovc.ihle.’^ 

About  this  pei*iod  a  gown,  called  a  git,  or  jacket  without 
h-i'vf.,  a  loofe  doak  like  a  herald’s  coat  of  arms,  called  a  ta-^ 
*)ird,  Ihort  breeches  called  a  couit-pie,  and  a  gorget  called  ;i 
^  levclail,  weie  hrit  introduced,  prior  to  the  ufe  of  bauds,  which 
liiey  afterwards  wore  about  their  necks. 

Si Jedatlviles  for  vvonieii  were  brought  in  by  Ann'c,.  wife  to 
dle'.iard  li.  lidbre  this  time  the  ladies  nnle  adride  like  the 
ic.cn  :  llie  alfo  iuirodiiced  the  high  hcad  drefs  that  rclembles 
ii'jriis,  and  lung  gcjwivs  with  trains  ;  lb  that  llie  m.3y  be  conli- 
ueieii  as  the  moil  celebrated . leader  of  ieniale  falhiou  to  bo 
met  witli  in  hillory. 

In  the  time  of  Henry  IV.  the  long  pocketing  lleeve  took 
I'k'ice  ;  and,  a  few  years  after,  the  foot  became  the  principal 
"hject  of  fadiionable  attention,  when  a  proclamation  was  iflued,’ 
that  men’s  Ihoes  ihould  not  be  above  lix  inches  in  breadth  o- 


'cr  the  toes.  At  this  period,  the  women,  not  to  be  Icfs  ridicu« 
lous  than  the  men,  railed  their  hips  by  fox-tails  under  theie 
'^loiihs,  which  releinbled  our  modern  hoops  j  the  men,  piqued 
to  be  rivalled  in  abfurdtty,  Ihortened  their  garments  fo  mueb^’ 
thrtt  it  was  judged  expedient  to  enad,  that  no  perlbn,  under 
the  dignity  of  a  lord,  Ihould  wear  from  that  time  any  gowii 
or  mantle,  that  vvas  not  of  a  fullicicnt  length  to- cover  his  but¬ 
tocks,  in  the  penalty  of  twenty  Ihilliiigs  for  every  default. 
I'  ven  the  elertry  caught  the  falhionable  iufec^lion  j  ihougji  it  is 
V  OL.  III.  f  gfltrrtca 
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alTertecl,  tliat  the  clergy  of  England  never  wore  filk  or  velvet 
tUl  they  were  introduced  by  cardinal  NVoolfcy.  This  we 
fliall  leave  for  cafuills  to  determine,  as  filk  and  embroidery 
were  worn  by  the  priefts  in  Rome  alinofl  as  foon  as  thefe  im¬ 
provements  in  the  luxury  of  drefs  we-re  introduced  into  Eu- 
rope. 

\Yc  have  already  ohferved,  tliat  it  was  confidered  by  Col¬ 
bert  as  a  (Iroke  of  policy,  to  make  the  French  language  and 
fadiions  prevalent  throughout  Europe,  and  thai  he,  in  a  gieat 
incafure,  fucceeded.  The  modern  dreffes  then  may  be  con. 
fidercd  under  the  reigning  French  modes,  with  bat  few  de. 
viatiohs.  Large  periwigs,  lung  waift^^,  and  fliori  coat'j,  fringed 
gloves,  and  laced  cravats,  were  the  fafliion  in  the  beginning 
of  this  century.  The  women  wore  high.f4>rked  caps,  with 
round  hoops  ;  ajid  patches  aiid'psi*^^^  were  firll  introduced  a. 
mong  the  Ihiiilh  ladies  at  this  period.  Patches  were  routed 
townrtls  the  clofe  of  queen  Anne's  reign,  as  Addifbn  iniiflcd 
upon  it,  that  every  patch  argued  a  pimple  ;  apd  to  vv’afh  a. 
wav  their  impreJlion,  an  inuflfdaiion  of  cold  creams  and  lotions 
ruilictl  i.i  from  the  continent. 

The  men  now  began  to  curtail  their  wigs,  and  the  women 
to  diminilh  the  height  of  their  caps  ;  but  to  counterbalance 
thefe  lolFes,  the  firll  added  a  large  weighty  bag  hangiug-on 
their  lliouldcrs,  and  the  latter  lliffened  and  extended  their 
petticoats  with  an  additional  quantity  of  whalebone.  The 
men  now  judged,  that  a  fword  under  their  elbow,  in  (lead  of 
hanging  at  their  knee,  was  more  convenient  and  portable; 
and,  conftiousof  ilie  hollility  of  the  weapon,  they  endeavour¬ 
ed  to  hide  it  by  the  length  of  their  fldrts,  which  reached  to 
the  middle  of  their  legs.  The  fignal  was  given,  and.fliort 
coats,  conung  only  to  the  firfl  button  of  the  breeches-knee, 
long  fwords  hanging  ennrely  under  the  coat,  with  fword-knots 
that  reached  almoll  the  top  of  the  flioe,  now  took  place. 
Hats  of  a  moll  enormous  fiz.e,  cocked  with  a  fierce  point  be¬ 
fore,  and  riioes  with  heels  and  tops  of  an  immoderate  height, 
were  the  prevalent  drefs. 

The  ladies  turned  up  tbeir  hats  before  and  behind,  to  look 
as  bold  as  the  men  ;  tlicy  wore  their  hair  hanging  in  ringlets 
behind,  to  appear  flill  more  Amazonian;  and  the  extent  of 
their  hoops  was  alinoil  as  irumcafurablc  as  they  were  iivcoiive- 
nient. 

J^refcnily  the  men  cro])t  their  hats,  diminilhed  their  bags, 
railed  their  fwords,  and  extended  their  ikirts  almoft  down 
their  fhocs. 

The  ladies,  piqued  at  the  falfe  delicacy  of  the  men, 
ncai'ly  hid  all  their  legs  wiib  their  ikirts,  (hortened  their  pet* 

tkoats 
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ticoats  to  their  ancle«,  and  difplaycd  their  bofoms  without  rc- 

li'ive. 

'riie  men’s  coats  are  once  more  fhortened,  their  hats  dimi- 
riilieci  to  the  fize  of  a  Scots  bonnet,  though  we  are  pofTefled 
of  all  Canada,  the  f)urce  of  beaver,  which  privation  has  judi- 
tioiillv  excited  the  French  to  wear  not  only  diminutive  beaver 
hais,  hut  even  a  fublliiution  of  filk  ones.  And  a  diforder  in 
1I1C  head,  which  coqld  not  fupport  the  violent  heat  of  peri- 
Nviir.‘,  fecins  iiniverfaily  to  have  prevailed  from  the  magistrate 
upon  the  bench  to  the  link-boy  in  the  ilreet  ;  fo  that  a  few 
Ih  inoling  hairs,  drefled  a  Paile  dc  pigeon^  a  la  grec^  or  in  a 
club  or  a  Ijatj,  are  to  be  met  with  either- at  tne  chocolate* 
houl’c  at  St  James’s,  or  the  foup-cellar  in  St  Giles’s, 

'Ttio  I  nglidi  ladies,  who  arc  characteriftically  good  lioufe* 
v.ivcsand  aconomilts,  finding  their  hii{l)ands,  as  foon  as  their 
ImIi-  began  to  fprout,  had  thrown  afide  their  Sunday  wigs  not 
Ir.iU’wore,  jiidlciouiiy  refolded  to  keep  their  heads  warm,  flia- 
ved  inlhintly,  and  now  wear  them  in  the  form  of  tetes.  But 
if  tills  may  be  confidered  as  a  mark  of  good  houfewifery  and 
n  conomy  in  the  Kngli/h  females,  we  cannot  biit  lament  they 
did  not  carry  it  through  every  part  of  their  drefs  ;  for  their 
negligees  and  trains  ingrofs  a  moll  uimeccffary  quantity  of  liljc, 
vvliu  li  ferves  only  as  a  fubftitute  for  a  birch* brooiH,

Bill  of  Rights. 


A  S  the  people  of  England  are  at  this  time  invited,  in  a  pub- 
jTV  lie  manner,  to  fiipport  the  Bill  of  Rights,  it  may  not  be 
improper  to  apprize  Engltilniieii,  wliat  thefe  rights  are;  and 
when  and  how  they  were  cllablinied  ;  as  to  the  iiiftances  and 
the  manner  in  which  ihcy  have  been  violated,  ilisnot  neceflary 
a:  ibis  time  to  mention  ? 

The  late  King  James  II.  having  violated  the  conAitution  to 
that  degree,  as  not  to  think  hiinlelf  any  longer  fafe  among  his 
injured  people,  abdicated  the  throne,  and  was  fiitceeded  by 
AVilliani  and  iMary,  from  whom  tlje  peojde  received  a  con- 
lirmation  of  their  Bill  of  Rights,  among  which  appear  the 
foilowins:  ones. 

1.  That  the  pretended  jmwer  of  fiifpending  of  laws,  ortl)e 
execution  of  lams  by  regal  authority,  without  conjent  of  firlia* 
vient,  is  illegal, 

2.  That  the  pretended  power  of  dlfpeniing  with  laws,  or 
the  execution  of  laws,  by  regal  authority,  as  it  has  been  ajfum^ 
e  i  and  cxenijed  of  late,  is  illegal, 

3.  That  the  levying  for,  or  to  the  life  of  the  crown,  by  pre¬ 
tence  of  prerogative,  without  grant  of  parliament,  or  for  longer 
time,  or  in  other  niaiincr  than  the  fame  is,  or  lhall  be  granted, 
is  illegal. 

4.  That  it  is  the  right  of  the  fiihjecls  to  petition  the  king, 
and  all  commitments  and  profecutions  for  fuch  petitioning,  are 
illegal. 

5.  That  the  raifing  or  keeping  a  Aanding  army  within  the 
kingdom  in  time  of  peace,  unlefs  it  be  with'  confent  of  parha- 
incnt,  is  agaiiill  law.

The  Fair  Sex  vindicated  from  foWy  and  Extravagance.  An

Mr  Penn’s  avowed  motive  for  writing  this  eflay,  is  to  Glence  the 
prefent,  and  prevent  future  clamours  againft  the  Fair,  and  pro- 
cure  them  tbat  rclpedi  and  civility  which  the  tendernefs  and  delicacy 
of  tlieir  lex,  if  not  their  merit,  claim  t  but,  before  he  enters  on  the 
derViite  of  the  daughters,  he  offers  fomething  in  vindication  of  five, 
the  mother  ot  the  human  race,  who,  he  obferves,  has  been  abufed  and 
reviled  in  all  ages,  for  what  (hould  rather  be  an  obje^  of  pity  than 
relent mtnt  j  whole  misfortune  it  was,  not  fault,  that  (he  was  not 
created  impeccable  j — -and  proceeds  thus  : 

Our  original  parents  have  been  frcqjcntly,  but  unjuftly,  blamed 
by  their  offspring,  for  what  they  are  equally  blameable, .  the  tranl* 
grelling  the  divine  commands.  We  are  now  as  little  governed  and 
directed  by  rcafon,  as  they  once  were  ;  the  laws  of  God  of  as  little 
force  and  r>bligation  ;  and  our  pallions  and  fenfes  as  ftrongly  folicic 
and  allure  to  criminal  gratifications. 

Some  have  been  lo  weak,  and  fo  ignorant  of  themfelves,  as  to 
hive  imagined,  that  had  they  been  placed  in  the  fame  delightful  fitu* 
ation,  they  fhould  have  retained  their  innocence  ;  and  not  to  indulge 
a  vain,  and,  which  proved  to  be  a  fatal  curiofity,  have  fought  for 
greater  knowledge,  or  coveted  more  pleating  enjoyments.  But  can 
we  now  maintain  our  innocence  f  Why  fbould  it  then  be  thought 
that  we  could  have  preferved  it  ? 

“  It  is  not  the  prefent  detign  to  take  notice  of  the  retiediont 
thrown  out  againfl  the  unhappy  pair  ;  their  guilt  needs  no  aggrava* 
tion*  It  was  afflidtion  enough  to  them,  that  they  had  offended  fo 
gracious  a  Creator,  and  excluded  themfelves,  and  their  yet  pure  and 
unuinted  offspring,  from  the  biififul  enjoyment  of  an  earthly  para* 
ciife.  Our  intention  is  to  extenuate,  not  excufe  the  crime  of  one, 
whom  none  of  us,  had  we  beheld,  could  have  blamed  ;  none  of  us 
but  would,  as  Adam  did,  have  tinned  with  her  ;  or  would  not  have 
died,  rather  than  have  lived  without  her.  He  was  comfortlefs  bo* 
fore  he  had  her,  he  was  rather  unfortunate  than  unhappy  in  having 
her  ;  and  he  would  have  been  miferable,  had  he  not  continued  with 
her.  To  whom  tiiould  he  communicate  bis  joys,  if* joys  he  could 
have  had  any,  when  he  had  no  being  like  himfelf  to  converie  with  f 
What  mifery  inexprelllble  to  have  been  deprived  of  happinefs,  little 
as  it  is  now  prized,  then  icarce  enjoyed  1  Without  whom  cxiftence 
would  not  have  been  detireable.  Adam  confeffed  as  much,  by  the 
uneafinel's  he  expreifed,  before  he  received  her,  and  God  allowed  hhe 
uneafiners  to  have  been  juti,  by  bellowing  upon  him  a  confort* 

**  That  lex,  who  is,  on  feveral  accounts  the  fource  of  all  the  hap* 
pinefs  we  enjoy,  is  commonly,  but  ungeneroutiy,  complained  of,  as 
the  caufc  of  all  the  calamities  we  futier*  For  allowing,  that  by  tlM 

woman'll 
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\(roman*8  niitUke,  fia  was  iDtroJuccd  into  the  world  *;  by  the  fame 
nicans  ihc  guilt  of  it  was  cfncftlcd  :  And  if  Eve,  through  the  weak- 
refs,  rather  than  the  fault  of  human  nature,  expofed  u?i  to  evcriattiag. 
punilhment  ;  by  the  feed  ot  the  blelfcd  Virgin,  evcrialling  glory  it 
offered  to  us.  *  *  **  4 

**  Ceaie  we  then  from  conplaiivtt  againiV  Eve,  and  no  more  up¬ 
braid  the  daughters  for  the  parent’s  fault,  who,  though  they  have 
too  often  the  lead,  are  deferving.  of  the  highed  rclpt^t.  hlco  of 
knlc  and  judgment  know  their  value  and  merit  r  And  none,  except 
tbofe  ot  liiiie  uuderifandiug,  exclaim  agatuU  tiiem  ;  to  palliate  and 
excufc  their  own  follies,  they  deiraift  from  their  worth. 

There  may  be  lome  of  the  fex  ho  great  honour  nor  ornament  to 
it  :  But  ol  thefc  there  arc  few-  who  arc  fo  through  their  own  fauir, 
Jt.may  have  been  their  misfortune  to  have  placed  too  great  coofi* 
drucc  in  our  lex  4  And  the  wrongs  and  injuries  received  from  us  have 
been,  and  too  often  arc,  the  occahon  of  ihc  crimes  and  follies  tom- 
snitted  by  them.  So  that,  for  one  Adam  betrayed  by  .in  Eve,  many 
of  ber  daughters  have,  through  artful  and  delufive  promilcs,  loll  their 
virtue,  their  inuutence,  their  peace. 

**  It  it  was  rightly,  it  oertaioly  was  not  kindly  done  in  Adam,  To 
foon  to  have  le^  her«  .  How.  much  dchreJ,  how  greatly  longed  for, 
before  ihe  came  ;  and  when  received,  how  foon  neglected  !  'Wc  might 
be  lurprited  at  fuch  ungenerous  treatment,  did  not  modern  examples 
ihew',  that  fond  and  paiTIonate  de(ire«,  when  gratified,  foou  becoine 
cool  and.iudidcrrut  :  and  thole  for  whom  we  expreHed  the  molt  ten¬ 
der  and  endearing  affections,  are  forfukeniand  delerted,  or  treated  ra¬ 
ther  as  (laves  of  brutiih  luff,  than  ohje^s  of  chade  and  }>ure  love.  By 
leaving  her  alone,  (he  was  more  expofed  to  the  attacks  of' the  temp¬ 
ter,  and  more  liable  to  be  (educed  by  his  artful  fuggeifions  ;  who,  it 
is  probable,  for  obvious  reafons,  would  not  have  accoded  her  in  the 
prclence  of  Ivcr  hu(band  i  Tiiat  (lie  erred  therefore,  may  have  beeb 
owing  to  a  want  of  atfe^ion  in  him.  v-  •  > 

**  Another  com  plaint  againd  Eve  is  her  unparaMeled  bafenels  and 
cruelty,  in  knowingly  (educing  Adam  into  a  commidion  of  (10,  tod 
thereby  iavoJviug  him,  aiui  his  podeiity,  in  the  punifhnicntof  it. ''Her 
love  and  aifedion,  if  ihe  really  had  any,  would  (brely  have  wlth-held 
her  from  lo  foul  an  a^t.  .  You  have  before  feen,  what  love  and  affec¬ 
tion  ihe  ow  ed  to  one,  who  teemed  to  have  expoied  her  as  a  prey  to  the 
tempter.

contrary  opinion  cannot  be  colleded  from  the  context.  This*  feemt- 
to  have  been  the  reafon,  why  Satan  addrelTed  himlelf  to -Eve,  rather 
than  .Adam  ;  becaufe  he  had  received  the  law  immediuely  from  God 
himlelt,  and  conftquently  was  not  (o  eafy  to  be  impofed  upon,  or  ds*

Our  author  having  fini(1)ed  his  jultification  of  Eve,  next  attempts  the 
vindication  of  her  diughters  of  the  preient  age  ;  in  order  to  which  be 
arr, luges  ind  numbers  the  feveral  complaiutt  brought  againd  them, 
vndcr  different  heads,  aud  fubjoios  his  reply  to  each,  as  io  the  follow* 
ing  fpecimeo  :

O  >  n-K  ctie  fi  ne  fcripturcs  as  pofitivcly  require,  that  hufhandi 
fhouM  honour  their  wives,  fpeak  kindly  and  tenderly,  andibve  them 
as  thcmfclves  ?  That  obedience  is  not  paid,  proceeds  not  from  con* 
tumacy.  The  perfons  who  demand  it,  are  generally  of  a* tyrannical 
dilpofition,  and  little  deferving  of  it.  Matrimony  is  a  federal  rite, 
wherein  two  parties  mutually  and  voluntarily  confent  upon  cariaiji  | 
conditions  to  take  each  other.  And  it  is  upon  the  performance  of 
thefe  conditions,  that  obedience  is  claimed;  and  will  .undoubtedly  be 
paid,  when  they  arc  by  the  other  party  performed.  Where  kiddoeli

We  arc  not  for  depriving  the  man  of  his  natural  authority,  but 
advife  him  not  to  exceed  the  rules  of  prudence  and  moderation  in  the 
excrcifc  of  it,  and  it  will  then  produce  the  proper  effeil.  Whien  com¬ 
mands  are  the  refult  of  a  pcrverlcand  capricious  humour,  and  obe¬ 
dience  is  made  the  cloak  for  fl.aveVy,  it  is  no  wonder  that,  galled  with 
fuch  cruel  and  ungenerous  treatment,  they  Ihould  not  appear  palliv^.**
